Now, this kind of thing ought 
not come up.between ministers.

This should be the spirit of 
our lives. You should act to- 
ward every one in a way you 
will have no regrets. Some dif- 
ferences arose between breth- 
ren and there were some serious 
things connected with it. The 
trouble was brought to me for 
consideration. In giving it. at- 
tention I began to revolve in my 
mind about which party might 


a serious thing to decide against 
either party and then in a day 
or two that very one should 
die. Then I became very serious 
and had a deep desire in. my 
heart to wdnt my part in the 
matter to be such as if it were 
the last of either party so I 
would have no regrets. I knew 
there was guilt. I knew some 
body had been wronged and 
some body had to do wrong if 
some body had been wronged. 
Further investigation brought 
more people into it. There was 
a chain of circumstances, one 
depending on another, until 
much was involved. I com- 
menced ‘the matter very 
lightly and carefully. I did not 
want to discouragé any of 
the parties. To me one 
soul was worth as much as an- 
other and I wanted to act in 
a way that would be most like- 
ly to save all of them that were 
concerned. 
I give these incidents to illus- 
trate the importance of acting 
toward every ‘one in a way you 
will have no regrets. This care- 
ful tender spirit is certainly in 
harmony with Paul’s teaching 
at Gal. 6:1. “Brethren, if a 
man b@ overtaken in a_ fault, 
ye which are spiritual, restore 
such.an one in the spirit of 
meekness; considering thyself, 
lest thou also be tempted.”

I suppose there may be some,

At any rate we should 
deal with them like it was the 
last—like they may die in a 
few days. Deal with them and 
act toward them in a way that 
if they should die I will have rio 
regrets.

An incident was related to 
me of a minister who had been 
very hard on people who were 
guilty of a certain sin. He 
would not show them any mer- 
cy whatever. If they were 
found guilty he would scarcely 
give them any chance to repent. 
He intiuenced his congregation 
in such a way that every one 
was excluded almost if not 
wholly without giving them 
any chance for repentance, or 
even t) try to make amends. 
It was only a few months or 
probably a year or more after- 
wards that this same minister 
fell into the very same trap. 
Then he began to cry for mercy 
—the very thing he had so 
stoutly refused the others. He 
did not want to be put out of 
his ministry for his crime. He 
wanted. mercy, And of 

mercy was by’ those 
in authority, but I do not know 
the final outcome. 

I am reminded of the illustra- 
tion Jesus gave. A certain man 
owed his lord ten thousand tal- 
lents. His lord commanded him 
to be sold, also his wife and 


children and all of his  posses- 


sions and payment to be made. 
But the servant fell down and 
began to plead for mercy. His 
lord had compassion on him 
and forgave him ‘the debt. 
This is like our awful sins and 
crimes and rebellions that the 
Lord has forgiven. Then ' this 
man went right on off and 
met one of his fellowservants 
that owed him the little sum of 
one hundred pence (about sev- 
enteen dollars) @hd took him 
by the throat and aemanded 
payment to be made. In vain 
the servant begged for mercy, 
but no mercy was given. The 
poor man was thrust into pris- 
on. There is the picture of the 
man that would show no mercy 
on his felluw servants. 
~ Well, now, what next?When 
the lord of that servant was in- 
formed about the matter and 
the way the first servant had 
treated the second servant 
he called the servant which he 
had forgiven a “wicked ser 
vant,” and delivered him to 
tormentors. (Matt. 18:23-35) 
I tell you, I must not be 
hard on my fellowservants. “If 
I want mercy I must show 
merey. And besides this I want 
to deal with my fellowservants 
like it was the last, so that if 
he should die in a few days I 
would have no regrets. , 
How careful we ought to 
be in our short journey through 
life!

Quite recently, it was my privilege 
to get a wonderful lesson as I watched 
some oxen aS they labored faithfully 
with their heavy load. The only way 
they had.-of moving along with the 


jupon us it sometimes hurts and the 


much we would pull without & Ther 
our necks and if we will obey His 
commands we will find our load will 
be heavy enough ;without us adding 
one feather’s weight. The enemy did 
all he’ could to get a yoke upon the 
disciples by getting in the sign of 
circumcision, but they knew the gos- 
pel and in Acts 15:10, we find where 
they flatly refused to take this false 
yoke upon them. They already had all 
they could bear. The same enemy 
today, the devil, would like to get us 
yoked up to a load we could never 
move. I am glad we have the guide 
Book and now some things and are 
constantly learning more of Him. 


Suppose with these well trained 
oxen, the driver should haye hitched 
in an ox that was balky and rebel- 
lious and would not work. He would 
not go and would pull back the ones 
who would pull. What instructions 
in the guide Book (the Bible) do we 
find on this line? Turn to 2 Cor. 6:14, 
and read, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what communion 
hath light with darkness?” This Scrip- 
ture has direct- reference to people 
who do not have salvation and -oh, 
how miny times some of ..our best 
workers have gone down and finally 
fallen out of the ranks because they 
gave no heed to these instructions. 


As a usual thing our boys and girls" 
lose their power and efficiency ‘when 
they are in love with a Christain boy 
or girl and they are not much service 
when there is a load to pull such as 
a revival, healing service etc. But 
whe; our precious Spirit filled boys 
and girls fall in love with unbelievers 
and most always when they marry 
them, they soon fall by the way- 
side. Oh, that_ our young folks 
would take warning. Young man, 
young lady, if you want to stand true 
and be able to overcome take heed 
to these Scriptures. If you are already 
tied to am unbeliever be sure that un- 
belief does not take hold of you. One 
word of advice, never compromise 
with them. You will never win them 
that way. If you stand firm and true 
you may some day bring them in. 
But you have to stay sanctified under 
the blood to claim the promise. 1 Cor.

I am sure that in the work 
of breaking in the oxen, it is not 
pleasant to either man or beast, but 
unless they are drilled and trained 
they are unfit for the Work. Just so 
with us. When we first take the yoke 


load seems heavy-and the road long, 
but the longer the yoke is worn the 
more hardened we become and greater 
loads nfay be moved. So: you who 
have not been broken in mntil you 
have become hardened, take courage 
and be faithful. You will some day be 
established and unmovable, if we ’eep 
the yoke on us. When we remember 
that we are God’s fellow-workers-and 
call to mind many of. His precious 
promises, it will surely lighten , the 





heavy load attached to then was by 
a heavy wooden yoke laid upon their 
necks and fastened to the Wagon 
tongue, this was to move the entire 
load. Many oxen were hiiche! to the 
same waron and I noticed they were 
so well trained that when the driver 
would speak in a ceriain way every- 
one would fall in line an1 s'raighten 
themselves along the wagon tongue, 
and slowly each one simultaneously 
would throw his great weignt against 
the load. You would see the wagon 
begin to move slowly but surely. I 
noticed the driver had no lines on the 
oxen and no way of guiding theny, 
only a word of command which they 
readily obeyed. To enforce the com- 
mand should an ox become  rebel- 
lious, the driver held in his hand a 
long plaited avhip which he cracked 
occasionally. He told us that he rarely 
ever hit the oxen, and then when 
they were unruly. The oxen knew 
their driver’s voice and when driven 
by anyoneelse who did not understand 
their training, their work was not as 
efficient. One peculiarity about them 
was the fact that they leaned to one 
another when pulling. The driver 
told me that in a “tight pull” when 
they were called upon to exert,san 
unusual amount of strength, they 
would often fall upon their knees, and 
called my attention to their knees, 
which were hardened and rough. 
These oxen were driven almost every 
day, but were fat and sleek. The driv- 
er told me he would never exchange 
his oxen for any modern machinery 
for nothing could do the work of the 
oxen as successfully as they. 

As I watched thenr aay after day, 
-my heart went out to these dumb 
beasts of labor and as I sympathized 
with them, I began to compare my 
own life with the life of the oxen and 
I fousid there was not such a wide 
difference after all. These dumb 
beasts were carrying to a nearby saw- 
mill many large saw logs which were 
to be cut into lumber from which a 
Church of God building was to be 
erected for the advancement of the 
gospel and edifying of the saints. So 
after all they were giving their lives 
for the same cause as I, though theirs 
was forced labor while mine was love 
service, nevertheless, I get a great 
lesson as I begin to think of my own 


labor and of my own yoke and my\ 


true Yoke-fellow. 

I remember reading in 1 Cor. 3:9, 
“We are labourers together with God,” 
the marginal reading says, We are 
God’s fellow Workers. Then I remem- 
bered where Jesus said, “Take my 
yoke upon you, and learn of me,” and 
the question was unraveled. 

I have been considering this yoke 
question for several days and I find

I lived 
two miles from our place of worship 
and four miles from the railroad 
station. From four to ten miles every 
week, I walked back and forth to ser- 
vices and every two weeks I walked 
to and from:the railroad station to fill 
an appointment at a distant place. 
Though several of the saints had 
conveyances, I was never offered the 
use of them. Many times when half 
sick and exhausted in body, I have 
started to the station when I did pet 
feel that I could go one hundred 
yards. I would plead the promise again 
and my Yoke-fellow was always there 
to pull the greater part of the load-— 
renew my strength. 


Well do I remember one cold win- 
ter day when I was trudging this 
long four miles in mud almost to my 
shoe tops, I was going along in deep 
meditation. A log kay on the side of 
the road at the top of a big hill and 
I sat down to rest. I knew the saints 
were expecting me home that day and 
they knew the condition of the road, 
also my affliction, rheumatism. I sat 
down on the log and began to’ pity 
myself. I told the Lord I was giving 
my life for the people. To my sur- 
prise He spoke and said to me, “I 
did too.” I told him how little I ‘was 
appreciated and my labor of love was 
also unappreciated and again He said, 
“Mine was too.” I became ashamed 
and fell in the mud by the old log 
and asked Him to forgive me. Oh, 
how He conyforted me that day and I 
realized then and there that He was 
helping me bear the load. He renewed 
my strength and I walked eight hun- 
dred and ninty-four miles that year. 
for the Lord. Many times I have had 
to hunt shade and cool during the hot 
months and I have felt at times that 
my blood was boiling and I would 
retire unto Psa. 121:5,6. This ‘was a 
mountainous country and the road 
very rough and when I would become 
very tired and I felt that I could not 
lift my feet over the rocks J claimed 
the promise in Isa. 5:27, “None shall 
be weary nor stumble among them,” 
and away I would go with my strength 
renewed and mount up as an eagle. 

Many times men _ overload the 
beasts of burden and no amount of 
scolding, whipping, or abuse can 
coax them to move the load for their 
strength is overtaxed. Not so with 
my Yoke-fellow. Noth{ng is too hard 
for Hing and though my own strength 
is small, He helps me to bear every- 
thing others may heap upon my load 
and bears my burdens for me when I 
can not go alone. 1 Cor 10:13. When 
I am wounded among the rocks and 
briars and thorns, He is ever present 
to heal my wounds and pour oil cn 
the bruised places. He has pro:nised 
me rest, sweet rest when I zget to the 
end of the way, and when the way 
seems long sometimes and the road 
heavy, I think of the time when I shall 
lay off the old yoke and be turned 
into a pasture to graze forever and 
slack my thirst at the river of life 
and eat from the tree of life. When 
His hand will bathe my eyes free 
from all tears and I am encouraged 
to press on. 


Oh, I am so glad He knows; I am 
so glad He sees every falling tear and 
hears every sigh of my weary body 
and He understands for He went this 
way- before, Thank God for the privi- 
lege of being yoked up with Him who 
bears our burdens for us.
